eour.liis of Wisconsin. Tho south, which 
IKUS drawn comparatively littlo from im- 
migration, suiters from insanity to a 
much leas extent than New England and 
New York; ajid it is an established fact 
'.hat the ncirro race is much luss liable to 
insanity than the white. Tho average of 
jnuanitv in New England is 1 Lu urtry 
:j.7l of the jiopulatioii; in New York, Now 
Jersey and rViinsylvania, 1 to every .124; 
wliile in the extreme southern states tho 
ivtTugo i* only 1 to M3. 


The west, lilco the south, is more free 


from insanity than tho northern sua- 
hoiird slates, tho average being ono to 
every O I O in Liu: interior states, and one 
to ?,ii) fur the. northwestern slates. I:r 
the far wesleni states and territories it is 
only one out of 1,203, they being Bottled 
by a pii'krd population, whose energy 
and siiiinidii"»i makes them pioneers.

in Ni.w Kngland, the explanation being 
tluit vice and indulgonco prevail tu an 
exceptional extent among the popula'.ini 
drawn to the Pacifii; by the mania for 
gold.
